CREST — A  dexter  cubit  arm  proper  holding  a  torch  of 
learning  or  with  seven  flames  gules  -and  seven  rays  issuant 
or. 

MOTTOES — Let  there  be  light — in  the  original  Hebrew  of 
Genesis  1:3. 

Multitudo  sapientium  sanitas  orbis  (Upon  a  multitude  of 
the  wise  depends  the  preservation  of  the  world). 

Significance 

THE  chief  (or  upper  third  of  the  shield),  a  silver  field 
with  a  charge  of  three  red  martlets,  derives  from  the 
arms  of  McGill  University  (martlets  on  the  McGill  -arms  are 
from  the  arms  of  James  McGill).  Victoria  College  began 
as  an  affiliate  of  McGill  in  1903. 

The  remainder  of  the  shield,  azure  with  the  open  book 
displayed,  comprises  ia  traditional  symbol  of  learning.  The 
original  designer  intended  the  field  to  be  ermines — a  heraldic 
fur.  This  was  sable  (black)  with  a  conventional  white 
marking,  but  for  all  practical  purposes  it  meant  that  the 
original  colours  of  the  College  were  Gold  -and  Black,  as  are 
the  colours  of  Victoria  High  School,  where  the  infant  College 
was  nurtured  in  1903 — in  the  old  (now  destroyed)  Central 
Junior  High  School  Building  Annex.  Sometime  after  1920 
the  colours  of  the  University  of  British  Columbia  were 
adopted,  no  doubt  because  the  College  began  its  second  life 
as  an  affiliate  of  the  University.  The  book  on  the  original 
design  (still  preserved  in  the  stationery)  shows  the  words 
Ars  Scientia  Literae.  They  are  omitted  by  the  College  of 
Arms  as  defects  in  the  design — they  are  unneces- 
sary in  any  case. 

The  arm  with  torch  upheld,  together  with 
the  secondary  motto,  or  cri  de  guerre,  is  an  elo- 
quent symbol  of  the  great  humanist  ideal  of 
learning,  which  we  cherish.  Let  there  be  light, 
God's  word  at  Creation,  is  here  repeated  as  an 
expression  of  faith  in  learning.  (In  the  words  of 
Milton,  "The  end  ...  of  learning  is  to  repair  the  ruins  of 
our  first  parents  by  regaining  to  know  God  aright,  and  out 
of  that  knowledge  to  love  him,  to  imitate  him,  to  be  like 
him  .  .  ."  On  Education). 

The  seven  flames  and  seven  rays  or  emanations  are 
again  suggestive  of  Creation  as  described  by  Genesis. 

The  Latin  motto  reasserts  the  article  of  faith  in  learning, 
which  is  the  cornerstone  of  our  educational  tradition.  Leader- 
ship must  come  from  the  universities;  upon  truly  wise  men 
depends  the  welfare  of  the  world.

BACK  in  the  dark  ages  of 
erudition  in  Victoria,  one 
came  under  the  noble  title  of 
"college  student"  if  one  fre- 
quented the  impressive  rock  pile 
known  as  Craigdarroch  Castle. 
A  quarter  of  a  century  later 
these  people  acquired  more  room 
by  moving  into  the  Provincial 
Normal  School  Buildings  and 
ten  years  after  that  they  affili- 
ated with  the  education  students. 

From  that  time  on,  the  popu- 
lation of  the  college  increased 
substantially  every  year,  until 
something  had  to  be  done.  No 
one  fancied  controlling  this  in- 
crement so  it  was  decided  to 
create  more  room  in  which  the 
students  could  follow  their  nor- 
mal activities  with  ease. 

Thus  the  enlightened  con- 
ducted a  campaign  to  raise  $2.5 
million  and  the  provincial  gov- 
ernment promised  to  give  back 
the  same  amount  of  the  taxpay- 
ers' money  for  this  purpose. 

Prior  to  the  campaign,  plans 
had  been  made  for  the  faculty 
and  classroom  block  which  had 
occasioned  such  nice  sidewalks 
behind  the  Ewing  Building.  Two 
more  floors  will  be  added  to  the 
Paul  Building,  as  you  may  have 
guessed  if  you  have  investigated 
the  blank  wall  at  the  end  of  the 
third  flight  of  stairs.  Now  in 
use  are  11  classrooms,  27  faculty 
offices  and  the  book  store. 

"March  plans,  tender  April" — 
not  a  wedding  announcement 
but  a  sign  of  further  develop- 
ment— the  erection  of  the  Sci- 
ence Building,  which  is  intended 
to  dwarf  Dunlop  House  by  Octo- 
ber 1963.  A  basement  and  three 
floors,  one  each  for  chemistry, 
biology  and  physics  will  consti- 
tute the  main  block.  An  office 
wing  four  floors  high,  will  in- 
clude libraries,  research  rooms, 
seminar  rooms  and  faculty  of- 
fices. The  lecture  wing,  just  one 
floor  of  it,  will  contain  two  lec- 
ture theatres  with  sloping  floors 
designed  to  hold  150  students 
each.  There  will  be  four  other 
small  lecture  rooms.  Total  cost 
will  be  $2  million  and  one  park- 
ins lot. 

Plans  for  the  Students'  Union 
building  and  cafeteria  are  also 
forging  ahead  and  construction 
is  scheduled  to  overlap  that  of 
the  Science  Building.  Proposed 
site  of  this  $370,000  building  is 
the  west  side  of  Foul  Bay  Road. 
The  caf.  will  hold  about  450 
students. 

Future  plans  included  a  heat- 
ing plant  behind  the  Paul  Build- 
ing and  a  Library,  probably  on 
the  corner  of  Foul  Bay  and  Lans- 
downe.  to  be  ready  in  1964  (at  a 
cost  of  $1,400,000). 

The  Renaissance  of  Victorian 
education  has  come.  Just  ask 
those  who,  this  year,  will  be  re- 
ceiving their  degrees!
